This summer 
was a life changing experience 
full of the wonders of God.” 


During the summer, 
two Southwest students 
embarked on the adventure 
of a lifetime.

Mr. T. W. Bearden recently retired with thirty- 
eight years of service with the Mississippi State 
Tax Commission, serving as division director 
of real property and coordinator of educational 
activities for the property assessment bureau 
of the Office of Property Tax. He is the first 
Mississippi State Tax Commission employee to 
receive the Mississippi Assessment Evaluator 
designation. While employed with the Mississippi 
State Tax Commission, he served as Tylertown 
and Walthall County’s “unofficial ambassador” in 
his travels around the state. 

He lives on the family farm and cares for his 92- 
year-old mother. He is a member of Enon Baptist 
Church and also attends New Bethel Jesus Name 
Church. 

He is a graduate of Tylertown High School 
and received his Associate of Arts degree from 
Southwest Mississippi Community College in 
1969. He received his BSBA in accounting from 
the University of Southern Mississippi in 1971. 

He was selected to Who’s Who and served as a 
sophomore class officer while at Southwest, and 
was a member of Phi Theta Kappa honor society 
and the Baptist Student Union. Mr. Bearden 
continues to be involved with Southwest as an 
active Alumni Association member and served 
on the Alumni Association Board of Directors 
for several years. He is an active member of the 
SMCC Foundation, Inc. and serves as committee 
chair of the nominating committee. Through the 
years, as a faithful, ardent supporter of Southwest 
Community College, he has personally recruited 
a large number of students to attend SMCC. Mr. 


Bearden has also volunteered his time to assist 
in the concession stand during the home football 
games. In 2002, Mr. Bearden received the 
Walthall Chamber of Commerce Paul Pittman 
Award. He was a recipient of the Community 
Service Award from the Mississippi Chapter of the 
Muscular Dystrophy Association., serving over 10 
years on the advisory committee for MDA. He’s 
been a member of the Tylertown High School 
Football Boosters Club for almost 30 years and 
served as the club’s president for two years, even 
though he is single and has no children. Bearden 
voluntarily attended a grant-writing workshop 
as a representative of the Walthall Chamber 
of Commerce and procured a directory listing 
grants available to the town. Because of his 
efforts, the Town of Tylertown’s half a million 
dollar renovation of its historic town square is 
getting underway, and the town completed a ten 
thousand dollar crepe myrtle tree planting grant 
project, with trees planted in the median of the 
Hwy. 98 bypass. He helped organize an economic 
development workshop with guest speakers for 
Walthall economic development officials. 

Mr. Bearden is a member and former president 
of the Mississippi Chapter of International Assn, 
of Assessing Officers. He is also an active member 
of the Walthall County Chamber of Commerce, 
Walthall County Forestry Association, USM 
Alumni Association, Tylertown High School 
Football Boosters’ Club, and a past member 
of Mississippi Chapter of Muscular Dystrophy 
Association and Lloyd Star High School 
Touchdown Club.

‘‘Over the past 
dej$ade»the level of 
edlvaiidn and training 
needed for today’s jobs 
has dramatically increased. 
SMCC’s Career and 
Technical programs 
offer the skills needed to 
prepare individuals for 
these ‘Opportunities of a 
Lifetime,'" stated Jeremy 
Smith, Vice-President 
of Career and Technical 
Education. The Career 
and Technical Department 
serves the student body 
with twenty-two different 
programs. 

Southwest is the only 
college in the state that offers 
a process technology program 
for the oil industry, an 
OSHA (Occupational Health 
and Safety Act) program, 
massage therapy, and a water 
well-drilling program, which 
is the only water well-drilling 
technology program in 
the country. The college’s 
technology programs are 
important resources in the 
area’s economic development 


efforts. SMCC President 
Oliver Young stated, “Across 
the country community 
colleges have become 
centerpieces in communities’ 
efforts for economic 
development. When business 
and industry come into an 
area they want to know what 
resources are available and 
what assistance is available.” 
When the students in the 
Career and Technical 
Education programs 
graduate, they graduate with 
a skill and a degree. A first 
for the Career and Technical 
department this year was 
the partnership with the 
Mississippi University for 
Women. President Oliver 
Young signed an agreement 
to partner with Mississippi 
University for Women’s Dr. 
William Mayfield in their 
new V3 College. The V3 
College allows Career and 
Technical graduates with an 
Associate of Science degree 
to transfer up to 62 credit 
hours towards a Bachelor of 
Technology Degree.
